— (CUP) — Edmonton, Alta — 
Delegates from twenty universities 
across Canada together with vis- 
itors from several foreign coun- 
tries converged on the University 
of Alberta, campus Monday morn- 
ing to open the Nineteenth Annual 
Conference of NFCUS. Observ- 
ers at the meeting came from Ger- 
many, the U.S., Pakistan, and 
Czechoslovakia. Chairman of the 
meeting was NPCUS President 
Doug Burns. Jiri Pelikan of Cze- 
choslovakia was -^server for ihe 
International Union of Students, 
composed of Iron Curtain country 
students. Student bodies highlight- 
ed the opening session with a 
speech in which he stated ways 
of improving international under- 
standing on the student level. 
Foremost was the willingness of 
IUS to organize trips behind the 
Iron Curtain for Canadian Uni- 
versity students and also to form 
an International Culture Group 
to tour Canada. This would mean 
return visits to Canada by uni- 
versity students from behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

. Universities recognized at the 
meeting were St Patricks Col- 
lege; Ottawa; Calgary Branch of 
the University of Alberta, and 
University of Kings College. The 
plenary session continued with 
the setting up of three committees 
to handle conference business. 
They included the National Af- 
fairs Commission chaired by Peter 

Martin from the University of 
Toronto; International Affairs 
Commission chaired by Paul Won- 



nacott of Western University 
Graduate; and the Administra- 
tion and Finance Commission 
chaired by Harry Keenan of St. 
Xaviers.

THE PARKING DILEMMA 



■ • 1 The problem of issuing campus parking per- 
mits has become a headache to the S.E.C. 

This was inevitable. There are approx- 
imately 100 permits available and thrice that 
number of applications are received each year. 
Unfortunately, students have learned that the 

*' 'Odds that they as individuals will receive a permit 
are slim, and in order to increase their chances 

. they tend to overestimate their need for one. 

» .Necessarily, the permits are issued accord- 
- ing to arbitrary rules set down by a selection 
committee of the SEC. There are two important 
considerations. First is the applicant's health; 

. and, second, the distance that he must travel in 

•.order to reach the University. There are other 

' ■points which may be debated (number of pass- 
engers, etc.), but these are definitely subordinate 
in importance. 

It is impossible, because of the very nature 
of the problem, to hope that all decisions made 

- are fair. There is little chance of checking the 
authenticity of the various reasons given on the 
application forms, and consequently the sinceri- 



ty with which they are presented must be taken 
into consideration. It is an extremely simple 
matter to procure a voucher from various sources 
asserting their need for the applicant's profess- 
ional services, and this is a popular practice. 
Needless to say an application falling into this 
category is viewed with grave suspicion. 

Other, less convincing, reasons given include 
flat feet, lack of adequate parking facilities 
near their downtown home, and the financial 
strain experienced through parking tickets. These 
are perhaps entered in good faith, but cannot be 
considered too seriously in view of other needs. 

The selection committee realizes the short- 
comings of its system. Unfortunately it is the 
only feasible one to date. It will work perfectly 
only when each student cooperates fully. We 
are not so naive as to ask this. Our only hope is 
that students will realize the problems confront- 
ing the committee and consider twice before 
launching their vehement protests to the SEC of- 
fices and causing added aggravation.

A Call For Literary Creativity 



Is McGill plagued by literary impotency? 
Certainly this olt leveled charge warrents 
some consideration. 

The art of literary creativity, like most 
arts, is very difficult to analyze. It suffices 
to say this process should not be regarded 
as synonymous with a mystic intellectualisai 
as so many seem to feel. It seems to us that 
creative writing at McGill has been too re- 
stricted, both by the narrow scope within 
which the majority of campus writers have 
insisted on moving, and by the paucity and 
aloofness of the outlets. There is little wonder 
.that most students maintain a hostile indif- 
ference to the whole subject. 

The chief literary outlet at McGill is 
Forge, with the possible exception of the FJg 
Leaf and the Feature pages of the Daily. 
Kow to have such a magazine presup- 
poses that the campus has somothing 
to Svrite, has something to con- 
tribute. The editors of Forge can only 
print the best of what they receive, no matter 
how low the calibre. This year's editor might 
be well advised to enter on a resolute cam- 
paign to humanize Forge and bring it down 
to earth. The chief problem, however, still 
remains one of finding contributors who have 
something to say and say it well. 

George Bernard Shaw once said the only 
three subjects worthy of discussion among 
intelligent men were politics, religion, and 
sex. On our stalely campus, the only topic 
to stimulate much fervor is the latter and even 
this fascinating subject is discussed with un- 



due furtiveness. The few remaining Cham- 
pions of the Unacceptable at McGill have 
sunk into the dank pools of absolute norma- 
lacy and tolerance. 

And why do we not print more articles 
dealing with science? The world of science 
affords amazing literary possibilities, but is 
all too often neglected. Pure science is a 
system of thought representing man's re- 
action to the natural operations going on in 
the World about us. Yet this reaction is a 
topic which at McGill has been largely 
underestimated as to its application for the 
purpose of creative writing. The entire Uni- 
versity would be considerably enriched if 
the men and women of science at McGill (not 
to be confused with the faculty) would write 
more about the World and the, aspects of it 
that they understand the best. Thé footsteps 
of such as Carlyle, Thomas Huxley, DuNouy, 
Rachel Larson, and others could well be fol- 
lowed to the benefit of all. We feel certain 
that Forge and counterparts would be greatly 
increased in stature by focusing more atten- 
tion on this aspect of creative writing. 

The medium for students and faculty 
members who feel that they have something 
to say is there. This year Forgo is continuing 
with two issues a year, a most laudable move, 
in an attempt to further the literary creative- ■ 
ness at McGill. It is our sincere hope that the 
results justify the effort, but it is difficult to 
print that which remains unwritten.
